An announcement by Foreign 
Minister Justin Momboko said the 
Kasavubu government also would 
“do everything in our power to 
liberate the province of Katanga 
by force if necessary.’ Tshombe 
declared Katanga independent of 
the Congo. 


(Elisabethville dispatches said 
Katanga was threatening to de- 
stroy vital dams, communications 
centers and other strategic points 
if Leopoldville tried to impose its 
will. Interior Minister Godfroid 
Munungo warned Saturday that 
“useless masacres” would follow 
interference in Katanga affairs.) 


MOBUTU PRESENT 


The announcement came at a 
press conference attended by 
army strongman Maj. Gen. Jo- 
seph Mobutu whose troops seized 
Tshombe when he stalked out of 
a Congo “summit conference” 
here aimed at turning the Congo 
into a loose federation of states. 


Lumumba, who became premier | 


when the Congo achieved its in- 
dependence last spring, was de- 
posed by Mobutu who decided he 
was taking the Congo into the 
Communist camp. Lumumba was 
flown to Katanga Province for 
safe keeping but was reported 
killed trying to escape. 


The Communist world and many 
African nations contended he was 
murdered by the Katanga gov- 
ernment and that the escape 
story was put out as a coverup 
attempt. His death was announced 
on Feb. 12. 


UNDER GUARD 


Tshombe has been under para- 
troop guard for nine days in a 
rambling riverside villa half a 
mile away from the hall where 
the conference of Congolese lead- 
ers is being held.

He is scheduled to take off at 
5:30 a.m., EST, for a three-hour 
flight in an Air Force jet tanker 
to Andrews Air Force Base out- 
side Washington. Then will come 
a helicopter flight to the White 
House lawn, personal congratula- 
tions and a medal from President 
John F. Kennedy and at noon 
his first news conference since 
Friday's space flight. 


Shepard will be accompanied 
by his six fellow astronauts, a 
group of space project officials 
and the covey of newsmen and 
photographers who have been cov- 
ering — from a distance — space 
fliers’ activities here since he 
‘‘droppd in’”’ Friday.

OSLO, Norway — The United 

States, Britain and France reached 
agreement Sunday night on a 
broad approach to the coming 
conference with the Soviet Union 
and Communist. China. 


Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
and French Foreign Minister 
Maurice Couve de Murville dined 
at the British embassy with the 
Earl of Home, Britain’s foreign 
secretary, to discuss the aligning 
of Western policy for the confer- 
ence on Laos. Their meeting took 
place on the eve of the ministerial 
conference of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization. 


Laos was only one of the many 
outside issues that have assumed 
greater importance than NATO’s 
discussion of military and polit 
ical problems concerned with the 
work of the alliance. 


One of the most important of 
the NATO issues is U.S. insist- 
ence on building up NATO’s con- 
ventional weapons to a point where 
the use of nuclear arms becomes 
the “last resort’ of ihe West in 
defense against Communist ag- 
gression. 


Rapid and effective improve- 
ment in quantity and quality of 
ground, air and sea forces, par- 
ticularly those of Britain and 
France, will be the principal ob- 
jective of U.S. policy when NATO 
foreign ministers meet here Mon- 
day.

VIENTIANE, Laos—The gov- 
ernment of Laos has offered to 
hold the military talks with the 
pro-Communist rebels well inside 
rebel lines if the enemy will agree 
to hold the political negotiations 
in government-held territory. 


The proposal was made in notes 
sent Saturday night and Sunday 
morning to the rebel cease-fire 
team encamped on the northside 
of the Nam Lik River at the vil- 
lage of Hin Heup. The village, 
50 air miles north of here, was 
the dividing line between the two 
forces when the cease-fire in Lao- 
tian civil war went into effect 
last Wednesday. 


NO ANSWER YET 


Thus far there has been no 
answer from either the pro-Com- 
munist Pathet Lao rebels or 
Prince Souvanna Phouma’s neu- 
tralist regime in Xiengkhouang. 
The government ceace-fire team 
flew by helicopter to Hin Heup 
late Sunday morning but found 
only one Pathet Lao major there. 
It returned to this administrative 
capital after only a few minutes 
on the ground. 


Shertly after noon, pro-western 
Premier Boun Oum charged in a 
radio broadcast that the rebels 
were stalling the cease-fire talks 
by failing to send representatives 
of sufficiently high rank to meet 
with the government truce team, 
which is headed by.Gen. Sing 
Rattansamay, inspector general 
of the Laotian .army.

A businessman set out on a sun- 
ny afternoon to visit his cattle 
ranch in a middle-Georgia county. 

There was no hint of tragedy in 
the beginning. But tragedy struck 
in the twinkling of an eye as 
tragedy often does. 


The businessman's car plunged 
into his own lake. He died there. 

This was just another in the 
daily problems which confront 
Georgia's “‘crime doctors,”’ the 
300 specialists who serve as medi- 
cal examiners in the 159 coroner’s 
courts over Georgia.

What an Example 
Of Bad Planning! 


There should have been better plan- 
ning up and down the line to prevent 
the dilemma facing Georgia’s school 
lunchroom program, 

While no one could be expected to hit 
the number of meals to be served in 
lunchrooms on the button, adequate re- 
search done in advance should have re- 
sulted in coming closer to estimating the 
tetal and in making preparations accord- 
ingly. 

But that is spilt milk so far as the 
current school year is concerned. What 
must be grappled with is the cold fact 
that Georgia used up its federal support 
funds a month before the end of the school 
year and a choice, or combination of 
choices, will have to be made immedi- 
ately. They include: 

1. Sit back and hope that a bill pend- 
ing in Congress to supplement this year’s 
national appropriation will be acted on 
in time to help bridge the gap. It may 
be but this is no time to engage in arm- 
ehair wishing. 

2. Increase the price of lunches. This 
obviously would be unfair to those least 
able to pay. 

3. Cut back or do away with free 
lunches for children from families who 
cannot afford the price. No alternative 
could be worse than this one. 

4. Let each community face up to its 
responsibility in providing support to 
meet the situation. Civic groups, city and 
county governments should be more than 
willing to do their part. In fact, in some 
instances such a course would help make 
amends for the miserly degree of local 
support accorded schools. 

Some school systems will be able to 
absorb a portion of the loss better than 
others. 

But there is one thing for sure: Funds 
will have to come from some source and 
as of now it is up to local school systems. 
Each of them should see to it that enough 
money is scraped up so that no child 
goes hungry and that no child is made 
to pay more than his family can afford. 

Local support must come through as 
an alternative to some empty stomachs.

Are Basic Problems 


Business indices point to a substan- 
tial upturn inthe nation’s = econ- 
omy, bringing optimistic predictions 
that the recession is ending and for 
a bright outlook for the rest of this year 
and a record 1962. But economists and 
U.S. officials are tempering their opti- 
mism with caution. 

Major causes of long-range concern 
is the slow rate of economic growth which 
is blamed in part for chronie unemploy- 
ment. It is paradoxial, for instance, that 
in the boom following the 1958 business 
slide unemployment continued to in- 
crease. Both consumer buying and em- 
ployment set records but the economy 
could not absorb the growing labor 
force.

‘Will Uphold the Law, 
Says Robert Kennedy 


Atty. Gen. Robert. Kennedy in his law 
4day address at the University of Georgia 
made official a significant policy of the 
Justice départment under his leadership: 
“We are trying to achieve amicable, vol- 
untary solutions without going to court 
... We have sought to be helpful to avert 
violence and to get voluntary compli- 
ance.” 

This indeed is the wiser course. It can 
and is producing results with less bit- 
terness and scars. “When our investiga- 
tions indicate there has been a violation 
of law, we have asked responsible offi- 
cials to take steps themselves to correct 
the situation,” the attorney general ex- 
plained. 

But Mr. Kennedy made it firmly 
clear that when local officials fail to act 
in matters of federal jurisdiction, the 
Justice department will. “I hold a con- 
stitutional office,” he said, “. . . and I 
shall perform the duty I have sworn to 
undertake—to enforce the law in every 
field of law and every region... .” 

The nation indeed cannot afford an- 
other Little Rock or another New Orleans. 
It is vital, as he said, that this country 
present to the world an example of rule 
by law and that we move vigorously to 
prove we mean it when we say “all men 
are created free and equal before the 
law.” 

The attorney general did not berate 
the South as the only region where dis- 
crimination exists. He pointed to the 
“hypocrisy”’ of politicians and others ev- 
erywhere who criticize the South and yet 
practice discrimination themselves. It is 
a national problem. 

Rule by law is dependent upon the 
courts. However much we may disagree 
with a décision, if we “thereafter irre- 
sponsibly assail the court and defy its 
rulings, we challenge the foundations of 
our society.” Certainly that is a truth 
which no responsible lawyer or intelli- 
gent citizen can dispute.

One would expect to find an astronaut to be a 
curious sort of man. But Shepard, John Glenn, Gus Grissom or Leroy

Shepard is the cutup of the crew; he horsed around with the doc- 
tors and posed for gag pictures a couple of hours before climbing in 
the capsule Friday. Yet all of them have an easygoing sense of 
humor, which certainly is a factor to consider in computing the nature 


of courage. 


They have an argumentative curiosity. Glenn insisted man 
ought to be able to see stars in daylight from 115 miles. Gris- 
som and Shepard bet him a@ steak dinner a man couldn’t. 
Shepard gleefully reported from Bahama that he hadn’t seen 
stars. Back at Canaveral Glenn raised an eyebrow and won- 
dered if Shepard had looked very hard. Glenn probably will 
ride the next rocket and find out for himself. 


The astronauts take their work seriously, but they're friendly com- 
pany, quite accessible, very polite, and not in the least impressed 


with themselves. 


In other words these are not showoffs—they wear quite tweeds, 
not black jackets—nor are they mechanical men. They are well- 
adjusted, hard-working test pilots who study, prepare and go, Their 
wives and children play at the poolside or on the beach while they go 
to work each day. (Little Mark Grissom asked his daddy if he really 
thought man would ever get to the moon. ‘‘Son,”’ said the stubby 
astronaut, ‘when you're my age they'll have Coke machines on the 


moon."’)

What, then, is the factor that gives them the courage to lie for 
hours in the nose of a rocket, with instruments checking their heart- 
beat and their breathing to detect any nervousness they might deny, 
and to remain perfectly tranquil until they are shot into the sky—and 
once there, to radio calm reports while traveling faster than a bullet? 

The answer is that they have ruled out fear. They have simply re- 
moved doubt, dread and trepidation as mere hindrances to what they 
are doing. They do their homework. Then they busy themselves mak- 
ing the thing work, instead of worrying that it won't. As Shepard said, 
in the test pilot business fear just “‘messes you up.” 


Therefore these people shy from the dramatie. 


I asked 


Glenn what he and Shepard talked about in the last hours 


before blastoff. 


“Everybody seems to think we swapped a 


lot of great sayings,” the freckled Marine said, “and what we 
really did was to go over procedure and flight data. That 


was all.” 


The question—‘‘Aren’t you afraid?’’—seemingly does not occur 
to them, and if it ever should creep into their rooms late at night, 
as it certainly.must, they simply ushed it out and close the door. 

With Von Braun, they deeply believe “man belongs in space,”’ 
and they do not permit themselves to dread the process; instead they

In Latin America 


WASHINGTON—Though it would be unwise 
to overstate the thing, at least some progress is : 
being made at last toward a general hemisphere et 
solution to the Castro menace. What the United States

has long 


sought—and what for the first time now seems possible—is a common 
front of American republics against the Communist satellite [Fidel 


Castro has raised up in Cuba. 

Two factors have suddenly im- 
proved the prospect. One, ironi- 
cally, arises from the lost invasion 
of Cuba by anti-Castro patriots 
which the U.S. government indi- 
rectly supported. Though the pa- 
triots had a boody setback, and 
the United States a heavy loss in 
immediate prestige, the episode 
now turns out to have its useful 
side. 

For several Latin American 
governments, which had _ pooh- 
poohed the danger to all the hem- 
isphere from Cuba, are having 
second thoughts. If the invasion 
produced military defeat, ‘t also 
forced these governments to rec- 
ognize that the United States itself 
was most truly convinced of that 
danger. 

And, for the second factor, Cas- 
tro himself has now convinced all 
except those who will never be 
convinced—not even by his own 
words—that imperialist commu- 
nism has been extended to this 
hemisphere. This was his open 
acknowledgement that Cuba has 
become a Communist nation and 
will dispense hereafter with such 


outmoded affairs as elections. He 
has gone beyond even his Soviet 
masters in brutally candid rejec- 
tion of any claim to democratic 
processes. Even in Russia they 
run ‘“‘elections’’—of a sort. 


Brazil is an illustration. Until 
Castro had said in words of few 
syllables that Cuba had become 
**a socialist republic’’—the precise 
term used by the Russians for 
their own ‘“‘republic’’—Brazil had 
shared a happy delusion. Castro 
was only demanding ‘‘self-deter- 
mination’’ for his people. 

Since he himself now plainly de- 
clares that his people will do no 
more voting to determine any- 
thing whatever, there has been a 
big turn. Messages from Brazilian 
President Janio Quadros to Cas- 
tro now take a chill tone. 

Only a conference of all the 
American republics could open the 
way for hemispheric § action 
against Castro. 

This is exactly what we have 
always urged. And this some in- 
fluential Latin American diplo- 
mats now accept in private con- 
versation here.

“' all ought to have certain 
periods in life when we give our- 
selves a spiritual checkup, This 
spiritual checkup could take the 
form of a self-examination. The 
dentist wants us to call about 
every six months for a checkup. 
The doctor recommends that we 
visit his office for a physical 
examination at least once a 
year. It is essential to our spir- 
itual health to have frequent 
examinations. 


This could take the form of 
honestly asking ourselves some 
questions and giving them seri- 
ous consideration. We might 
begin by asking these: Has my 
concern for others declined? Am 
I interested in the work of the 
church? Do I read my Bible 
each day? Is my prayer life 
active? Is my life what it ought 
to be? 

I think most of us, if we are 
honest with ourselves, would 
answer the last question, “Is 
my lifé what it ought to be?” 
in the negative. There is al- 
ways room for improvement. 
We are not perfect. Few of us 
ever reach the high plateau of 
sainthood. Let me suggest three 
things that we could do to make 
life more fruitful. 

First, we ought to admit that 
we need help. The first step in 
the Alcohol Anonymous Pro- 
gram is this: “‘We admitted we 
were powerless over alcohol— 
that our lives had become un- 
manageable.”” There is no help 
for the persoh who is unwilling 
to admit that he needs help. 
~ Even Jesus felt the need for 
help. Many times we find Him 
praying that God would give 
Him strength and wisdom to face 


life calmly. He prayed for the 
courage to walk to the cross un- 
afraid. 

Second, after we admit that 
we need help let us make an 
honest effort to find help. It’s 
one thing to say, “‘I need help” 
and another thing to put forth 
some effort to discover the help 
we need to make life fruitful.

Finally, accept God's help once 
we have found it. You could 
send a lovely gift to some 
friend through the mail.

More than $25,000 worth of food 
went out of the warehouse. 
Rations were boxed for men 
claiming families of 12. And for 
one alone. “Let him have it,” 
said Lyon.

Case 
after case of peanut butter, 
pork and gravy. “The pork and 
gravy,”’ admitted the commod- 
ity director, “‘is the best thing 
we've got.” 

A family of eight is eligible 
for 14 cans of this. They also get 
25 pounds of meal, 40 pounds of 
flour, and eight pounds of rice. 
They get powdered milk that 
mixes to 90 gallons and eggs al- 
ready scrambled in a box. 
There is lard (14 pounds), pea- 
nut butter, oatmeal and dry 
beans. 

Those in possession of a blue 
card can come each month and 
carry away the same amount. 
The card means you are eli- 
gible. But those without cards 
come, because word of this 
warehouse has spread on the 
wind, Charles Lyons patiently 
explains what they have to do 
to get a card and they go away 
to get it. 

The sacks of beans, the bags 
of loose rice, the plain cans 
make you think of other times 
and the nights of hunger during 
the days of depression. 

But this is 1961, not '31, so say 
it can’t happen here and walk 
gutside, away from it and into 
the sun that reflects on the ex- 
pensive planes that fly just 
across the fence.

And still 
later, various parts of the human 
system can break down—but let's 
not dwell on that. It’s a serious 
disease, and every effort should 
be made—by the patient as well 
as by his doctor—from the first 
moment it is detected. 


Because the basic cause is die- 
tary, proper and consistent diet 
is extremely important in the 
treatment. While you may not 
undo the scarring that has oc-

she explained, “‘You see them 
at their worst. They revert to 
neurotic behavior, especially un- 
der the pressure of keen com- 
petition or high stakes. If they 
are trigger-tempered, they show 
it. If they are selfish or ego- 
tistical, they can’t hide it. 


ACT LIKE CADS 


“I’ve seen lovely gentlemen, 
well educated and well-to-do, 
suddenly act like cads when a 
partner has made an error. At 
the Olympics, for instance, two 
of our American male players 
rose from the table to hit one 
another. A coach had to sep- 
arate them.” 


Under tension, the basically 
ungenerous person blames his 
partner the minute anything 
goes wrong, she added.

SOME ARE HOOKED 


‘Some women are hooked by 
the game,” she explained. 
‘They leave children and hus- 
band, play seven days a week 
and become bridge bums. For 
men, too, it can become a genu- 
ine addiction, making a full- 
time life out of a bridge club.”’ 


Only a handful of American 
women are genuinely expert, 
among at least a hundred men 
who are tops at the game, she 
said. Men are always surprised 
to find this tall, willowy, blue- 
eyed blonde such a formidable 
opponent. That, she says, is an 
advantage every good woman 
player has over a man: he al- 
ways underestimates her brain- 
power. 


“When a woman makes a de- 
ceptive play, a man tends to ac- 
cept it at face value, and he 
falls into the trap,’’ noted Mrs. 
Hayden. ‘‘He loses the trick.’ 


WOMEN TRY HARDER 


As beginners, women are 
better players because they try 
harder to learn, and they admit 
to themselves that they don’t 
know anything about the game, 
she finds. The male bridge neo- 
phyte handicaps himself by feel- 
ing he already knows enough. 


Another advantage is a fe- 
male's ability to read a man’s 
mind, she said. This gives her 
an edge in the early stages. 
But at levels where logic and the 
ability to calculate risks be 
come important, women lose 
their advantage. 


“As a game of logic, bridge 
is not really a woman's field,” 
said Mrs. Hayden. “Women live 
in an illogical world all their 
lives. Say that junior falls—hurts 
his knee, sets up a wail. No 
injury shows. Father sees no 
damage and just tells junior so. 
Junior keeps crying. But moth- 
er sees her little boy crying and 
gives him a cookie. He stops 
crying. This isn’t logic. 


“Well, cards are not impressed — fe 


by tears, or cookies. Cards re- 
spond only to logic, and women 
just aren’t used to using it,” 
she said.

Fabrics Need 
Extra Care! 


One of the main things house- 
wives should learn about easy- 
care fabrics is when to remove 
garments from a dryer. The Na- 
tional Cotton Council says there 
is a critical point in the drying 
process when a garment should 
be removed from the tumble 
dryer. 


Research has_ shown. that 
fabrics should be removed from 
the dryer while they are still 
slightly damp and before the 
tumbling action has stopped. 


Garments should be imme- 
diately hung on a hanger and 
allowed to complete the drying 
before placing in the closet.

The mag- 
azine said there’s bound to be a 
dead month between now and 
August, when automakers run out 
of the last of their 1961 models.

Reasons given were 
less consumer spending, effects 
of price fighting on earnings, and 
higher wage costs. 


The scrap price downtrend con- 
tinues, influenced by a slacken- 
ing in export demand.

Do You Control Your Children?

Recently the Supreme Court came to 
a five to four decision upholding the 
right of the Chicago ree Commis- 
sioner to require the 
prior viewing and ap- S 
proval of films be- 3 
fore they could be :

This decision came 
as a distinct shock to 
anyone who cherishes 
the provisions of our 
Constitution's First 
Amendment. Indeed, 
had this same decision 
been rendered in re- Jerry Wald 
gard to a book, or the contents of a 
newspaper, | am sure the public 
and cry would still be comiauadiaes 
air like fallout from an H-bomb. 

Censorship of a book or newspaper 
would have seemed a more immediate 
and obvious infringement on our rights 
of free speech. But because this de- 
cision was rendered in regard te a me- 
tien picture (ironically enough, an in- 


‘Don Giovanni’), the first ripple of 
public concern has already dissipated. 

Fortunately, a petition for a rehear- 
ing has been filed, and the groups which 
are continuing an aggressive 
against the decision include the Motion 
Picture Association of America, the 
Naitonal Association of Broadcasters, 
and the American Society of Newspa- 
per Editors. 
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VIRTUALLY everyone, of course, 


agrees that they don't like censorship. 
There is a profound American distaste 
for it, stated in our First Amendment, 
and paid lip service to even by some 
of our censors! 


I am reminded of the time when a 
guardian of public morality in Pasa- 
dena, California, asked to explain her 
position as a city censor, replied: “We 
don’t censor movies. We aren't censors 
at all. We just tell the exhibitors what 
pictures they can’t show.”’ And I think, 
despite the peculiarity of her reasoning, 
she probably meant what she said. 

It is, in effect, a backhand tribute 
to the unique power of film as a medium 
of communication that it has been sia 
gled out to be censored in this fashion, 
There is no logical reason for it—but 
there is, perhaps, an emotional one, 


People tend to fear the screen's pow- 
er to convey reality. [t is an appre 
hension that is possibly only a more 
sophisticated expression of the audi- 
ence’s response in the early days of 
the movies when they ducked and 
screamed at the approach of a puffing 
locomotive. 

a t e 

UNFORTUNATELY. there's no such 
thing as a little censorship; censorship 
feeds on itself, constantly grows and ex- 
pands into other areas and other fields. 
Rampant censorship becomes a_ ludi- 
crous. spectacle of one group's opinion 
conflicting with another, of one man’s 
concept of morality not matching up to 
his neighbor’s. The only sensible way 
to deal with the problem of obscenity 
in films is through the criminal prose- 
cution of the exhibitor rather than prior 
censorship by a local commuttee. 


Chief Justice Earl Warren, in his elo- 
quent dissenting opinion, warned that if 
films are consored the next step will 
be the censorship of books and all mass 
communications media. 


He also pointed out, “The Court in 
no way explains why motion pictures 
should be treated differently than any 
other form of expression.”’ 


I have, of course, suggested an 
emotional reason for the latter, but this 
hardly justifies legal realities that in- 
volve an infringement of one of our 
most precious freedoms. 


THE MOTION picture industry, 
aware of the dangers of censorship, be- 
gan an effort as far back as 1922 to 
meet the problem with a system of 
“‘self-regulation’’ that involved the cre- 
ation of the Motion Picture Code. 


This was a set of basic principles 
and accompanying specific rules that 
producers agreed to work within in or- 
der to maintain certain standards of 
decency on the screen. 


As a producer, I have always been a 
strong supporter of the code. In few in- 
stances does it prevent one from deal- 
ing with any specific subject matter; 
rather, it serves as a reasonable guide 
to keeping within the bounds of good 
taste. 

I would say that the producer who 
observes good taste rarely finds him- 
self in conflict with the provisions of 
the Code. 

One of the main accusations brought 
against the Code is that it tends to 
vitiate, in an arbitrary manner, the 
content of films before they are ever 
made. 


Yet the Code, as a living decument, 
has frequently been changed and 


amended to cope with new problems and 
the changing attitudes of the times in 
order to give it the greatest possible 
elasticity.

WITH THE ‘arrival of TV, the last ten 
years have seen, in relation to motion 
pictures, a revolution comparable to 
that which occurred 3 years earlier 
when movies took over as the most 
popular form of entertainment from 
the theater. The theater survived and 
so have motion pictures, but both took 
on a new perspective. 

With its need to please the greatest 
number of people—and not only to 
please them. but not to offend them in 
any way test the viewer react against 
the sponsor's product—television pro- 
vides large doses of innocuous formula 
entertainment on an assembly line basis, 


Most television series are rapidly be- 
coming reminiscent of the “B”’ pictures 
of 20 years ago. Motion picture pre 
ducers have, therefore, been forced te 
aim their pictures at a more selective, 
more adult audience.

THE LATEST EFFORT to deal with 
this problem has been the suggestion 
that we adopt the system of classifica- 
tion of pictures that is observed in Eng- 
land. 

Their various local censorship boards 
place films in three categories: ‘U’— 
acceptable for everyone; ‘A’—suitable 
for adults, with children under 16 ad- 
mitted only if accompanied by an adult; 
and ‘X’—suitable for adults only. 

Unfortunately, the English system of 
classification results in the same con- 
troversies and inequities that censorship 
in any other form produce.

The 
best solution, and the simplest, 
lies in the realm of parental 
responsibility. Parents should - 
decide what films their chil- 
dren should see.
